Philadelphia, May 9.— The inter- 
church conference on marriage and 
divorce, a body representing officially 
14 leading denominations, has issued 
through its secretary, Rev. William H. 
Roberts, D.D., an appeal to the pub- 
lic, calling attention to several aspects 
of the divorce question. 

The paper is the beginning of a na- 
tional campaign of education on the 
subject to be followed by efforts to se- 
cure the enactment of laws in the 
state legislatures, and ultimately it is 
thought of an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

Already action has been taken by 
the conference looking toward the pre- 
vention of the remarriage, by minis* 
ters of other communions, of divorce 
and whom clergymen of their own 
faith have refused to marry. 

This movement is the first occasion 
of any sort on which the representa- 
tives of great denominations have offi- 
cially come together. The members of 
the conference include: 

Protestant Episcopal church in the 
United States; Presbyterian church. 
Methodist Episcopal church, Method- 
ist Episcopal church south. Reformed 
Church of America, Reformed church 
in the United States, United Presbyte- 
rian church, Evangelical Lutheran 
church, the Baptist church south, the 
Congregational churches, the Univer- 
salist churches, the Unitarian church- 
es, the Reformed Presbyterian church, 
the Cumberland church, the Alliance 
of the Reformed churches holding the 
Presbyterian service.

Vancouver, B. C., May 9. — The seal- 
ing schooners Triumph and Umbrina, 
of this port, have been given up as lost 
at sea with all hands. Capt. Hann, of 
the sealing schooner Jessie, which has 
just arrived from a cruise along the 
coast from California to Queen Char- 
lotte islands, picked up south of the 
Columbia river broken sealing boats 
and canoes, part of a schooner’s rail, 
davit and other tadkle belonging to 
the schooner Umbrina. When last 
spoken the sealer was headed for the 
west coast of Vancouver island to 
land her men, who was very ill. Since 
then she has not been heard of and i3 
long over due. The Umbrina was 
owned by Capt. Peppet, now in East- 
ern Canada. She carried a half white, 
half Indian crew, 23 all told, and was 
one of the largest of the fleet in 
Queen Charlotte sound. Capt. Mann 
found a schooner’s boom with sail at- 
tached and from indications known to 
him he believes it belonged to the Tri- 
umph, also long overdue, and not 
amongst the fleet now bound for the 
Siberian coast. The Triumph carried 
a white crew of 19 and was the oldest 
and largest of the Victoria sealers. 
The owners have abandoned hope. 

New York, May 9. — The Ward line 
steamer Santiago, which arrived Sun- 
day from Tampico, Havana and Nas- 
sau, brought Capt. Sheppard and sev- 
en seamen of the American schooner 
Arthur McArdle, which was wrecked 
on Egg island, Bahamas, on April 23, 
and became a total loss. The crew 
stripped the wreck of all the available 
property possible and took to their 
boats, went to a village on a nearby 
island, whence they obtained passago 
on a small sailing craft for Nassau. 
The McArdlo was bound from Phila- 
delphia for Havana, with a cargo of 
petroleum. 

Other passengers on board the San- 
tiago were Sir Gilbert Carter, govern- 
or of the Bahamas; Lady Carter and 
daughter. They are in transit to Lou- 
don.

The main defense will be of Port Ar- 
thur, whore since the harbor has been 
occupied by the Russians, steady work 
has progressed to complete the system 
of defense, which is just as t leetiva 
on the land as on the seaside. 

Paris, May 7. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo de Paris 
sends the following under date of May 
6: “The general staff believes that 

the Japanese landed at Pitsewo num- 
ber not less than 40,000 and says that 
the bulk of Gen. Kuroki’s army was 
Friday morning about nine and a hr if 
miles from Feng Wang Cheng. The 
army was advancing in three columns, 
the third column following the coast, 
probably in order to communicate 
with the troops landed at Pitsewo. All 
the reserves, provisions and ammuni- 
tion were landed on Elliot islands.” 

Shan Hai Kwan, May 9. — It is re- 
ported here that there has been se- 
vere fighting at Feng Wang Chang, in 
which the Japanese were victorious. 
They took many prisoners. 

The Russians are retreating toward 
Hai Cheng (32 miles east by north of 
New Chang), and are evacuating the 
v.*estern side of the Liao Tung penin- 
sula. On Thursday and Saturday of 
last week the Japanese landed 10,000 
men at Kinchau bay, 10,000 at Foo 
Chau bay and 7,000 at Pitsewo. They 
occupied the towns of Wa-Fung-Tien 
and Pu-Lan-Tien and destroyed sev- 
eral miles of the railroad. 

Heavy firing has been heard in the 
direction of Kai-Chau, where Japanese 
troops have been seen recently. 

The isolation of Port Arthur is com- 
plete. Sixteen Japanese warships pro- 
tected the landing of troops at Kin 
Chau bay, directing a sweeping fire 
over the narrow isthmus before the 
soldiers disembarked. Seventy-five 
Russians who were wounded in this

It Is Asserted By the Russians That 
the Fortress Is Impregnable and 
Provisioned to Stand a Siege 
For Over a Year. 



i iuiu iur. xvust s letter, which was 
written Feb. 3, 1904, we publish the 
following, believing it will prove of great 
interest to those who have contemplated 
settling in the Canadian Northwest: 

“I had in August, 1902, secured a claim 
for mjself, and filed on three quarter 
lections for my sons. My claim is one- 
half mile south of the Edmonton and 
Lake St. Anne trail. 

“Coming so late in the season we had 
little opportunity to break and to pre- 
pare ground for a first year’s crop, 
over 100 bushels of very 
and sowed a few acres

still we raised 
fine potatoes, 
of barley, but the 
advanced for the barley, 
secured good feed from it, and on rented 
ground 18 miles east of us, raised a fine 
crop of oats, so that we will have plenty 
cf feed for horses. We cut about 60 tons 
of bay and thus will have an abundance. 
We have, all told, about 240 acres of hay 
meadow, which would yield the past 
year over three tons to the acre, and in 
an ordinary season the meadow would 
furnish 600 tons of hay. The grass is 
very nutritious, and cattle on the ranges 
become very fat without being fed a 
pound of grain. 

“On the upland the grass grows from 
eight to ten Inches tall. This is called 
range grass, and is suitable for stock 
at any time, even in the winter when 
the ground is not covered too deep with 
snow. Horses subsist on it alone, at 
ill times, provided they are native 
stock. The grass in the hay meadows 
here is called red-top, and grows from 
five to six feet in length, and when cut 
at the proper time yields an abundant 
crop of nutritious hay. 

“Our cattle have not cost us a cent 
since we came on our homestead, only 
the small outlay for salt and labor in 
putting up hay and shelter. All cattle 
have been doing well this winter, and 
feeding up to the first of January was 
unnecessary, as there was good range 
up to that time. 

“All the snows up to that date were 
followed by winds from the northwest 
that melts it very rapidly; these winds 
are called Chinook winds, and are al- 
ways warm. In one night a Chinook 
wind may takeaway three or four inches 
of snow. 

“We have built on our claim a com- 
fortable house of hewn logs, 20x26 feet, 
one and one-half stories in height, w r ith 
a good cellar. During the latter part of 
June we rafted logs down the Sturgeon 
to a sawmill, about eight miles away, 
and thus secured 5,000 feet of good lum- 
ber which was needed for the house. 
Later in the season a shingle mill lo- 
cated six miles away. To this we 
hauled logs and had shingles cut for 
the roof. 

“We had an abundance of wild fruit 
the past season, consisting of gooseber- 
ries, strawberries, raspberries, eyeber- 
ries, blueberries, cherries and saska- 
toons. The latter are a fine looking ber- 
ry, red, and quite pleasant to the taste, 
but not much to be desired in cookery. 
The strawberries are the same as those 
that grow wild in Illinois. Raspberries 
are red in color, large and equal to any 
of the tame varieties, and so are the 
gooseberries. The cranberries consist 
of the high and trailing varieties. The 
latter are most sought and contiguous 
to the swamps. The ground is literally 
covered with them as with a red carpet, 
hut the best and most sought is the blue- 
berry, so called by the Indians. This 
is the famous ‘huckleberry’ (whortle- 
berry) of the Blue Ridge Mountains in 
Pennsylvania, and cannot be excelled 
fo.- excellence by any fruit cultivated. 
It is found here both on the prairie and 
in the timber in immense quantities. 

“Game is very plentiful so far as prai- 
rie chickens, pheasants, ducks of all 
kinds, and geese are concerned. We have 
taken nearly 500 chickens and pheas- 
ants, also a great many ducks. 

“An occasional deer is seen, hut are 
not plentiful, only one having been 
taken during the season in this settle- 
ment. 

“Fish are very plentiful at all seasons 
of the year. Fish wagons -and sleds 
are passing almost daily along the trail 
with heavy loads of fish, destined for 
St. Albert and Edmonton. From the 
latter point they are shipped south on. 
the Calgary and Edmonton railroad to 
points along the line, and also to Assini- 
boia, on the Canadian Pacific railroad/’

lacking owing to the interruption of 
communication. No resistance was 
made, the few Cossacks who observed 
the movement retiring when the war- 
ships shelled the shore preparatory to 
disembarkation. Ten thousand men 
were put ashore Thursday and the dis- 
embarkation was proceeding Friday at 
the time that communication ceased. 
It is believed that there are over 49,- 
000 now on land preparing for a for- 
ward movement. 

Two Japanese regiments were hur- 
ried westward Friday morning to cut 
the railroad and telegraph communi- 
cation. One of them fired on a train 
conveying the wounded from Port Ar- 
thur. 

While the landing was proceeding 
Thursday the enemy’s ships, consist- 
ing of five battleships and four cruis- 
ers made a demonstration off Port Ar- 
thur to prevent the possible egress of 
Russian torpedo boats. A number of 
Japanese boats were also observed off 
Miado island, in Pigeon hay. 

It was because he was convinced 
that Port Arthur was about to be cut 
off that Viceroy Alexieff, accompanied 
by his staff and Grand Duke Boris, left 
hastily. On Thursday several train 
loads of sick and wounded and other 
ineffectives were dispatched north- 
ward. 

It is reported here that the Japanese 
ships bombarded Port Arthur early on 
the morning of May 6, and succeeded 
at last in closing the entrance, but no 
official confirmation of the latter state- 
ment can be obtained. 

The strength of the garrison at Port 
Arthur is not revealed by the authori- 
ties, who will only say that it is ade- 
quate for defensive purposes. It is 
not believed the force there exceeds 
10,000 soldiers. The fleet must now 
take a secondary position and the sail- 
ors will be used to man the shore guns 
if necessary. 

Vice Adm. Skrydloff and Vice Adm. 
Bezobrazoff can not now reach Port 
Arthur and will probably go to Vladi- 
vostok to join the cruised squadron 
there. Rr. Adm. Wittsoeft, who was 
left in charge of the fleet by Viceroy 
Alexieff will direct operations at Port 
Arthur. 

Despite the greater number of Jap- 
anese, the general staff believes that 
their formidable fortifications still 
leave the defensive superiority with 
the Russians, whose staying qualities, 
it is confident, will insure their hold- 
ing out as long as necessary. While 
the outer line of fortifications extends 
to Kin Chow, unquestionably no deter- 
mined effort will be made to hold them 
nor Is it expected that a desperate at- 
tempt to retain Dalny will be made.

The Russians are preparing to evac- 
uate New Chwang and that city is in 
a turmoil of hurried flight. 

Che Foo, May 9. — A private telegram 
has been received here confirming the 
report that the Japanese have occu- 
pied Feng Wang Chang. The date of 
the occupation is given as May 6. Ev- 
erything was quiet here Sunday. 

Tokio, May 9. — A detachment of the 
Japanese army operating on the Liao- 
Tung peninsula, dispersed small bands 
of Russian troops on Friday and cap- 
tured Pu-Lan-Tien, a railroad station. 
The Japanese destroyed the railway 
and telegraph, thus severing the Rus- 
sion communication with Port Arthur. 

St. Petersburg, May 9. — Two official 
dispatches calculated to increase the 
depression existing among all circles 
in Russia were given out Sunday 
night. From the point of view ef the 
progress of the campaign the most im- 
portant is that regarding the capture 
by the Japanese without opposition of 
Feng Wang Cheng, on Play 6. The 
second gives details concerning the 
killed, wounded and missing among 
the troops under ’ the command of 
Lieut.

Franklin Gets His Money 



The court. Judge PAynter writing, 
affirmed a judgment of the Franklin 
Circuit court in a case of S. W. Hager, 
Auditor, against Robt. R. Franklin The 
question raised was whether money col- 
lected on judgments entered in one year 
and paid in. another could be properly de- 
voted to the fees of the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney for the year in which it was paid.

A Law Kentucky Needs.— O hio has a 
law that provides if dogs, kill part of a 
flock of sheep the owner of the dog, upon 
proof, must pay jhe damage if he is re- 
sponsible, and the dog or dogs must be 
killed within 24 hours after the judgment 
is rendered. If the owner of the dogs is 
not responsible under the iaw, the damage 
is paid out of the dog fund, which is made 
up by a dog tax. A man cannot collect a 
cent for damage done to sheep by any dog 
owned by him or harbored on the farm.

(lammable cellulose material, with a ! 
view to its use in the navy for ammu- 1 
niticn bags. Although bags of such j 
material must be handled with greater j 
care than those made of muslin, it is 
believed the smokeless powder cloth 
is more desirable because it will burn 
rapidly and thoroughly, thus averting 
the danger of any smoldering particles 
being left in the chamber of the gun. 
There has not been any trouble with 
the muslin bags on this score except 
that particles of the tap© with which 
the bags are tied have been found in 
the bore after the gun was discharged, 
Silk bags are used in the English 
navy, but the muslin bags are prefera- 
ble to silk because they do not tear or 
wrinkle easily.
